SACRAMENTO (A P ) - Cali­ 
fornia will try to curb drunken 
drivers by letting them keep their 
driver's licenses on condition they 
steer into one-year alcoholism 
programs 
Under legislation which became 
law Monday, the drivers would have 
to pay for the treatment, and they 
wouldn't get out of any jail or fine 
penalties. 
The author. Sen. Arlen Gregorio. 
D-San Mateo, said the law which sus­ 
pends the licenses of second-offense 
drunk drivers does nothing to treat 
their drinking problems 
Besides, 
most of them continue driving 
anyway — without insurance — 
because it's the only way they can 
get to work, he said. 


It s up to the judge to decide which 
drivers are “ fit subjects. 
The treatment programs may be 
private or public, but all must win 
approval of the state Office of 
Alcohol Program Management. 
Among requirements are a face-to- 
face interview every other week and 
various drying-out services. 
The program is to be started next 
year in up to four “ demonstration 
counties." yet unnamed, and extend 
statewide in 1978 
The law won t apply to felony- 
drunk driving 
Democratic Gov. Edmund Brown 
Jr permitted the bill to become law 
without his signature 
The bill was one of five in 
Gregorios anti-alcoholism pack­ 


age Brown vetoed two others, in­ 
cluding one to finance research and 
treatment with a tax increase on al­ 
coholic beverages. He signed two 
others into law 
One* signature reported Monday 
was on a Gregorio bill to set up in­ 
dependent administration, regula­ 
tion and funding of state-supported 
alcoholism programs They are now 
administered by the mental health 
system 
The bill would replace the Office of 
Alcohol Program Management with 
the Office of Alcoholism, and make 
minor changes in the ways counties 
set up priorities for state-funded 
alcoholism programs already es­ 
tablished.

“ Since our capture, the Hearst em­ 
pire has put into motion all the power 
and influence that blood money can 
buy. The two of us are the sacrifices 
this time." Mrs Hams said 
“ The Hearst family and the entire 
ruling class of this country have at­ 
tempted to brainwash the world into 
accepting poverty, racism, sexism 
and other forms of oppressions. “ 
said Mrs Harris, adding that her 


husband. William, also being held

Law opens local govt, 
appointments to public

governments will have to open up 
their meetings when appointments

D-San Francisco 
Bill Ketser. a spokesman for the 
League of California Cities, said his 
group urged Brown to veto the 
measure for two reasons 
—“ Our basic feeling was it was an 
example ot the legislature applying a 
standard of open government that 
they didn t apply to themselves. 
- And a judge can award legal tees 
to a person who goes to court when 
he is denied access to public 
meetings or records 
Proponents of the measure said 
that awarding of legal fees was long 
overdue and a similar law for state 
appointments was unnecessary 
because of the Senate confirmation 
process. 
The measure 
supported by the 


California Newspaper Publishers As­ 
sociation. still allows government 
agencies to meet in private when 
considering such matters as tiring ot 
an employe on the basis of perfor­ 
mance 
If it s a good idea for local 
governments, it should be good for 
the state." Keiser said, adding that 
he doesn't believe Moscone s Senate 
confirmation argument is a “ good 
analogy "

Death Valley contains about the 
only borate deposits in the United 
States. 
When the bill was introduced by

But Charles Warren, chairman of 
the Assembly Com m ittee on 
Resources, l^aml Use and Energy, 
said the bill requires miners in Death 
Valley to get permits from Inyo

An aide to Nejedly, John Testa, 
said. ‘ W hether or not the bill has any 
effect on Tenneco remains to be seen

100 in family learn 
of rare gene disease 


OAKLAND i A Pi - The de­ 
scendants of Antone Joseph, a Por­ 
tugese immigrant whose genes 
carried a crippling and fatal disease, 
say they are relieved to know more 
about the mysterious family illness 
that has killed 48 of them 
More than 100 family members 
gathered for tests and counseling at 
Oakland Children’s Hospital last 
weekend, and some of them learned 
for the first time that they have the 
illness. 
Doctors named the incurable 
neurological disorder, which occurs 
only in family members. “ Joseph's 
Disease." 
■ ‘Early on. people notice that they 
start getting wobbly and staggering 
and their speech becomes slurred," 
explained Dr 
William Nyhan, 
professor of pediatrics at the Univer­ 
sity of California at San Diego. “ As 
time goes on they become in­ 
creasingly spastic... usually it's at 
least 10 years from the onset of the 
illness to the time of the patient s 
death ” 
Nyhan and Dr. Robert Rosenburg, 
a neurological expert from the 
University of Texas at Dallas, con­ 
ducted the clinic, which was spon­ 
sored by the National Genetic Foun­ 
dation of New York City, 
“ A single gene carries it," Nyhan 
said. “ And females are equally good 
at transmitting it. Every time you 
have a child, there's a 50-50 chance of 
transmitting it and that, in genetic 
terms, is a huge risk, the biggest risk 
we deal in. " 
Nyhan counseled parents who face 
the possibility of passing the dis­ 
order on to their offspring: 
“ We had two brothers and one 
said. 
With this information. I'm 
simply not going to have any 
children 
The other said, T m not 
going to limit my life in any way. I'm 
going to live my life regardless of 
this. "

Brown signs law to lower drug costs 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - A bill 
aimed at saving Californians up to 
$40 million a year in prescription 
drug costs is now law. 


The bill by Assemblyman Barry 
Keene. D-Eureka, was one of 48 bills 
signed Monday by Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr. 
Brown also let one bill become law 
without his signature, and vetoed 13 
others 


The prescription drug b ill, 
vehemently opposed by major drug 
m anufacturer», permits phar­ 
macists to sell chemically equivalent 
drugs in place of more expensive 
brand names. To take effect Jan. 1. it 
codifies a practice approved by the 
state Consumer Affairs Department 
earlier this year. 
But doctors can still forbid sub­ 
stitution of a particular pre­ 
scription 
Sen 
Anthony Beilenson, D-Los 
Angeles, said in floor debate that 


many doctors and hospitals have 
used to so-called “ generic sub­ 
stitution for years. 
“ None of this is very new." he 
said “ Millions of prescription are 
written generically every year. We 
don't know erf one death that has 
resulted from substitution 
Among other bills. Brown signed 
one requiring each grocery item in a 
supermarket to be marked with its 
price, even though the market uses a 
computerized check-out system 


Also signed were a bill adding a 
student to the board of trustees of the 
California State University and 
Colleges, and another creating an of­ 
fice ot state public defender 
Brown vetoed a bill that would 
have required parole dates to be set 
within a specified time for each 
person convicted at a crime other 
than I irst-degree murder 
He also vetoed one to create 
separate statistics on the ban Fer­ 


nando Valley, and another setting up 
a state Department of Tourism and 
Motion Picture Development 
The one he allowed to become law

30 killed

mu ter train smashed into 
it. 
The last c a r of the 
H os a r i o 
t r a i n 
w a s 
demolished and the two in 
front of it were heav ily 
damaged, officials said. 
The com m u ter train’s 
diesel 
locom otiv e was 
wrecked bu t did not ex ­ 
plode The engineer and his 
assistant were badly in­ 
ju red. bu t no passengers 
aboard the commu ter train 
were reported hu rt. 
At least 50 passengers 
were aboard the last car of 
El Hosarino. 
“ People were scream ­ 
ing. ju mping ou t of win­ 
dows and ru nning off into 
the c ou nt ry s i de , " one 
witness said. 
The wreck occu rred in a 
sparsely popu lated area 
where the track cu rv es 
sharply down a hill. It is 
near the site of the worst 
railroad accident in Ar­ 
gentine history , in which 
236 people were killed and 
400 were inju red on Feb. 1, 
1970 
Policemen, firemen and 
a m bu l a n c e s 
w e r e 
hampered by darkness u n­ 
til a local fire department 
prov ided portable lights 
Firemen and police cu t 
their way into the wrecked 
cars with blowtorches all 
night in search of v ictims. 
The inju red were taken to 
hospitals in nearby towns 
or in Bu enos Aires.

Spassky married his French fiancee today after months 
of difficu lties with Sov iet and French au thorities. 


“ I hope this m arriage will giv e me an ex tra qu een in my 
chess competition." said the 38 -v ear-old Spassky , who 
lost the world championship to Bobby Fischer in 1972 


He was m arried in a fiv e-minu te civ il ceremony to 
Marina Stcherbatcheff. 30, a secretary in the commercial 
section of the French Embassy . 
A few friends attended the ceremony in the Wedding 
Palace on Griboy edov a street, bu t they were ou t­ 
nu mbered by foreign jou rnalists 
In contrast to the long white dresses and v eils worn bv 
many Sov iet brides. Miss Stcherbatcheff wore white 
slacks and a white sweater with a string of blu e beads 
Spassky wore a brown sport coat and ru sset slacks. 
“ We plan to liv e in Moscow, and I plan to play chess." 
said the bridegroom. 
“ I am v ery happy ." said the bride, who will probably 
hav e 4o giv e u p her job with the Embassy . 
Despite pleas from photographers, Spassky declined to 
kiss the bride. 
Spassky and Miss Stcherbatcheff met last fall, a few 
months after he parted from his Ru ssian wife, and he 
mov ed in with her in Janu ary When they made their in­

Catalina Island Buffalo Chip. 
Upton also personalizes 
the plaque with sayings like “ All That Glitters Is Not 
Gold" or with some special message the customer wants. 
Making the buffalo chip plaques is a lengthy process,

Upton explained, beginning with the task of tinding the 
right kind of buffalo chip 
“ Not any old chip will do. 
he said. 
The chip must

“ I sand the bottom, sterilize the chip, bake it. Then 1 
dunk it in two coats of resin and paint it with six coats of 
gold enamel. After that I make the plaque 
Upton emphasized that chipmaking is an avocation He 
makes his living from painting scenes of the picturesque 
village of Avalon 
“ It s a hobby. It certainly isn t a business, he says.

Breaking the 
ties which bind 


The San Antonio League's football 
campaign swings into action Friday, 
with another exciting race to the 
SAL title expected by all 


However, one thing will be dif­ 
ferent in the SAL this fall. In the 
event of a tie for first or second 
place, the team picked to represent 
the league in the CIF 3-A playoffs is 
not going to be decided by a mad 
scramble of league administrators. 


Instead of the heretofore helter- 
skelter methods of determining CIF- 
bound squads from the San Antonio 
loop, the league has wisely decided 
upon a formula designed to break up 
logjams in the standings. 


Under the new ruling, a point total 
will be determined for each of the 
teams tied in the standings. Eight 
points will be awarded for a victory 
over the league champion in that 
particular season, seven for a win 
over a second place team, six for a 
triumph over a third place finisher, 
and so on down to one point for a win 
over a last place squad 


These points will be totaled up and 
the team with the most points will be 
selected for playoff competition 


If. after all the points are tallied, a 
tie still exists, the winner of the 
game between the two schools will 
bo selected. If the two teams tied in 
their matchup, and are tied in the 
point totals, the team with the 
longest period of time since a playoff 
appearance would be selected 


Then, and only then, if a tie still ex­ 
ists between schools the selection 
will bo resolved by a blind draw. 


If all this seems lik^ an extraor­ 
dinarily complex system of breaking 
up deadlocks, remember that 
developments of late in the SAL grid 
races have in and of themselves been 
extraordinary. Last fall no less than 
four squads wound up tied for second 
in the football standings, with the net 
result being chaos as far as the 
league's selection of teams to go to 
the C IF playoffs was concerned 
This tie breaker method will 
prevail in all SAL sports this year, 
and in fact was put into effect by the 
league last spring 
One other development of late 
could also help clarify the playoff 
picks for the SAL and other prep 
loops. 


No more tie ga m es? 


The Southern Section C IF office 
has ruled that each league within its 
jurisdiction can use a special tie­ 
breaker system to resolve games 
ending in a draw 
Under this plan, a game tied at the 
end of regulation time will continue 
into a special overtime period In 
this extra period a coin flip would 
decide w hich team gets the ball first 
From that point the squad winning 
the coin toss would put the ball in 
play from the opponent's 10-vard 
line They would get four downs to go 
the 10 yards for a touchdown, or can 
boot a field goal if they so elect 
Following that series, the other 
team would get the pigskin, again at 
the 10. to attempt a score The first 
team to out score the other in these 
goal-to-go situations is the winner of 
the game 
As mentioned, the above plan has 
met with ('IF approval Now the C IF 
is leaving it up to the individual 
leagues to decide whether they w ish 
to use it or not 


S A L pondering rule 


The Hacienda League has already 
voted this tie breaker proposal dow n. 
according to Jim (Iraham, Athletic

After Hadl passed the Packers to 
w ithin 16-13 late in the game, middle 
linebacker Randy Gradishar came 
up with another defensive gem. pick­ 
ing off a Hadl pass and running 44 
yards for a score with 40 seconds re­ 
maining 
It was Hadl who almost single- 
handedly made a game of it in the 
late stages 
His aerial wizardry 
helped atone for a meager Packer 
ground game that accounted for just 
71 yards in the face of a surprisingly 
sound Denver defense 
“ Hadl was just superb,” said 
Denver Coach John Ralston, whose 
team boosted its record to 2-0 with 
the triumph 
"He did a masterful 
job He picked us to pieces in the se­ 
cond half.” 
Although he finished with 23 com­ 
pletions in 36 attempts for 273 yards. 
Hadl had to endure a frustrating first 


half in which he was sacked four

comedian Sure he double talks But 
he's plenty deep And nobody knows 
more about this game If you listen 
to him carefully and concentrate on 
what he s telling you. you can learn 
plenty. A fellow can gel an education 
just being around him 
The sometimes-clownish Stengel 
leaped across baseball history, span­ 
ning the ancient and modern ages 
with equal ease And throughout the 
colorful career that covered 56 years, 
the hawk-nosed figure produced an 
abundance of rich stories. 
Once when he was managing 
Brooklyn he took off his hat on the 
field and a swallow flew out of his 
hair. 


Another time, at Boston, when his 
Braves, for a change, were ahead, it 
began to rain. Casey pointed toward 
the darkening sky and demanded the 
game be culled. He was ignored until 
lie pulled a flashlight from a pocket 
and began signalling his bullpen with 
it. He was ejected. 
Sometimes, to demonstrate his 
shock at an umpire's decision. 
Stengel would keel over in a mock 
faint Once when he used this ploy, 
umpire Beans Reardon did the same 
thing “ When I peeked outta one eye 
and saw Reardon lying on the 
ground, too, I knewr I was licked, 
said Casey. “ So 1 got up and walked 
away.” 
In 1947 Stengel, then 57, was 
steered to the subject of umpires in 
an interview 
Soon Casey was 
pounding his desk and shouting, 
"Those umpires! They take years off 
a guy s life, believe me I don’t know 


what keeps me going, honest I don t 
They'll be the death of me yet." 
In tribute to his 56 years in 
baseball. Stengel won a niche with 
the game s other immortals in the 
Hall of Fame at Cooperstown. N Y 
He managed the New 
York 
Yankees to stunning triumphs and 
piloted the expansion Mets in the 
most poignant part of their young 
history 
Stengel, enshrined in the Hall ot 
Fame when he was 76. managed 37 
years, including 25 in the major 
leagues 
Prior to his years of glory with the 
Yankees. Stengel had manages! the 
old Brooklyn Dodgers and the old 
Boston Braves 
Charles Dillon Stengel resigned as 
the Mets' field boss in 1965 after 
breaking his hip in a fall. His career 
managerial mark showed 1.926 vic­ 
tories and 1.867 defeats for a winning 
percentage of 508 He produced 10 
American League pennant-winners 
and seven World Series titles with 
the Yankees He won as many as 103 
games one season, 1954. but ironical­ 
ly his team finished second when the 
Cleveland Indians won more games

G LEN D A LE. Calif (AP) - The 
“ Old Perfesser" is dead. 
Casey Stengel, one of baseball s 
most colorful and adored figures, 
succumbed to cancer Monday night 
at the age of 85 - leaving a golden 
legacy for fans of all ages. 
"It s just impossible to sum up 
what he s been to baseball.” said a 
close 
friend, California 
Angel 
General Manager Harry Dalton, 
after learning of Stengel s death at 


Glendale Memorial Hospital. 
"He popularized our game with so 
many people.” 
Stengel died at 10:58 p.m., PDT - 
only a few hours after a close friend 
had disclosed that the onetime 
manager had a rapidly spreading 
malignancy in the lvmph glands 
Stengel had been admitted to the 
hospital on Sept. 14 for tests. 
The funeral arrangements are in­ 
complete. He is survived by his 


widow. Edna, whom he married in 
1924 They had no children 
Stengel was a breathing legend 
Perhaps more than any other figure 
in the history of the game, he earned 
the title of baseball’s goodwill 
ambassador. 


Casey raced, into the Hall of Fame 
with his baseball exploits but it was 
only a small part of his exquisite con­ 
tribution to the game he loved. 
There are more diamond like 
Stengel stories around than you can 
shake a bat at and countless wit­ 
ticisms from the language of 
"Stengelese" which he created with 
his gloriously fertile imagination. 
Stengel never would say in a few 
words what he could say in a couple 
of hundred and anytime the grand old 
man of baseball held court, he 
a l wa y s 
had 
his 
a ud i e nc e 
spell bound - and usually mystified — 
by his fractured syntax. 
Stengel was always great in the 
clutch. Hall of Fame pitcher Warren 
Spahn once remembered 
“ There’s no doubt in my mind who 
is the most amazin 
Met of them 
all." said the great pitcher when he 
played for Stengel on the old. up­ 
roarious New York Mets. “ I can un­ 
derstand how he's become an image 
Why he’s so beloved. Why he’s the 
greatest ambassador the game has 
ever known 
“ That man is a marvel He's un­ 
believable. I don't care how old he is 
He's got all those young fellows beat 
bv a mile. I've never seen a more 
understanding person 
Or a more 
dedicated baseball man. Sure, he's a

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Professional athletes are 
shortchanged by the 
traditional channels of 
co llective bargaining 
because their careers are 
so short, according to the 
head of the National Foot­ 
ball League Players As­ 
sociation. 
The chairman of the 
House labor-management 
subcommittee said legisla­ 
tion to expedite cases 
brought by athletes before 
the National l^abor Rela­ 
tions Board might be in or­ 
der because of the current 
NFL labor controversy. 
Rep. Frank Thompson 
Jr.. D.-N.J., the panel 
chairman, said the sub­ 
committee would hear 
Thursday's testimony by 
representatives of the NFL 
M anagem ent Council 
before making recommen­ 
dations 
Ed Garvey, executive 
director of the N FL 
Players Association, told 
the subcommittee Monday 
an increasing number of 
players believe collective 
bargaining does not work 
“ because of the enormous 
power of the league owners 


as opposed to players 
whose careers span but 412 
years and who have no 
protection if they are dis- 
crim in a te d 
ag ainst 
because of their union ac­ 
tivities. 
“ Four and a half years is 
the average, and while we 
know that there are many 
exceptions to that rule, we 
must look at the bulk of the 
membership to determine 
w hether or not the 
economic weapons of a un­ 
ion can be used in the con- 
text of professional 
sports.” he continued 
“ An additional problem 
is that once a player has 
missed a year, it is ex­ 
tremely difficult for him to 
return to the sport 
He 
loses his timing, other 
players come in to take his 
place, and the coaches do 
not want to take a chance. 
“ Thus, to suggest to a 
professional 
football 
player that the owners will 
cancel the season if there 
is a strike really is a threat 
to cancel his entire career 
as a professional athlete.” 
he said. 
Garvey said the union 
filed charges against the 


owners with the NLRB as a 
result of the 42-day strike 
in 1974 which came after 
negotiations over a new 
contract broke down. 
“ It took almost a year 


from the date of filing the 
charges until complaints 
were issued,” he said. “ By

Chamberlain. 30, out of National Basketball Association 
competition for two years, moved back into the spotlight 
when the New York Knickerbockers asked permission to 
talk to him. 
The Los Angeles Lakers said he had a year of playing 
time remaining which was alloted to them. 
‘T il report to the Los Angeles practice,” said Wilt 
“ I ’ll see what they want to do with me.” 
He spoke through his attorney. Sy Goldberg, and the ob­ 
vious inference could be. “ Why hassle me when you ve 
got Kareem Abdul-Jabbar?” 
Goldberg said. ‘‘Wilt is going to report to the Lakers. 
He’ll go to their camp today or Wednesday. Apparently 
the Lakers think that Wilt owes the Lakers a year's worth 
of playing time. Wilt doesn't want to owe anybody 
anything.” 


Jack Kent Cooke, owner of the Lakers and other major 
sports enterprises, admitted he had talked with Goldberg 
and said. “ Wilt Chamberlain owes the Lakers one year of 
playing services by way of the NBA option clause. The 
Lakers expect him to fulfill the terms of that option 
clause.” 


Chamberlain expects to be paid $450.000 for the option 
vear and Jabbar was signed as center for the leakers at 
$500.000 per annum. The Chamberlain salary would ap­ 
pear to be too much for a backup center. 


Still Wilt says that, of this moment, he’s not interested 
in playing for the Knickerbockers. But he wants to be in 
the position of talking contract to anybody as a tree man.

An SLA inventory on weapons and targets 


SAN FRANCISCO IAP> - While 
the remnants of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army enlarged their 
arsenal and gathered the makings of 
a bomb factory, they collected thick 
files of information on business and 
government activities and notes on 
corporate officials. 


Weapons, explosives and cryptical­ 
ly labeled file folders were listed in a 
128-page inventory of items dis­ 
covered at two apartm ents — one 
that had been occupied by Patricia 
Hearst and Wendv Yoshimura and 


the other by SLA members William 
and Emilv Harris. 
The FBI, which catalogued the 
items but declined to elaborate on 
many of them, made the inventory 
public Mondav. 
Miss Hearst, the H arrises and 
Miss Yoshimura were arrested on 
Sept 18. Miss Yoshimura charged 
with a bombing and the other three 
accused of a variety of charges in­ 
cluding bank robbery and kidnaping 
The two apartm ents yielded 17 
guns 
ranging from 
38-caliber 
revolvers to sawed-off shotguns and 


thousands of rounds of ammunition. 
In the Harris apartm ent, agents 
found several pipe bombs and 
m aterials for making more ex­ 
plosives. 
In a file folder marked “ Money,'' 
agents found a one-page diagram 
that apparently showed the interior 
of a bank teller's window, with the 
notations “ window," and “till, coins, 
cash draw er.” 
Separate pages mentioned “ Wells 
Fargo La Sierra” and "B of A 
Marysville.”

W ASHINGTON (AP) - More than 
one million Americans have given up 
all hope of finding jobs and have 
dropped out of the labor market m 
despair, yet they aren t being 
co u n te d in th e g o v e rn m e n t s 
unemployment figures, a private 
study says. 
The study, prepared by former 
Labor Secretary Willard Wirtz and 
former Labor Department statisti­ 
cian Harold Goldstein, says the 
government's unemployment figures 
are accurate as far as they go. 
But the study, released Monday, 
says no effort is made to count the 
estimated 1.2 million Americans who 
have lost hope and left the labor 
lorce, persons who hold part-time 
jobs but want full-time work or those 
whose incom e falls below the 
poverty level. 
The report was prepared for the 
National Manpower Institute, a 
private organization. 
In other economic developments 
Monday: 
—Treasury Secretary William E 
Simon told Congress that President 
Ford may decide this week whether 
to recommend reductions in in­ 
dividual income taxes next year. 
Simon said the President will meet 
later this week with his economic ad­

—The Treasury Department told

—A survey for the Super Market

Rex D. Davis, in a statement 
prepared for a Senate subcommittee 
investigating the Secret Service, said 
the individual who approached the 
agent was arrested the day following 
the otter, after suffictont evidence 
was gathered 
Secret Service sources said the in­ 
cident occurred during Ford's visit 
to St I.oui8. Mo., earlier this month 
It was during that visit that a man 
with a 45-caliber pistol was spotted 
by a policeman on a catwalk in Kiel 
Auditorium an hour before the Presi­ 
dent was to speak there 
The man escaped despite an exten­ 
sive police search, and the President 
delivered his speech on time and 
without harm 
It was not im m ediately clear 
whether that incident ami the offer of 
money for F ord's death w ere 
related The White House and the 
Secret Service would not comment 
In his statement, Davis also said 
his agents acquired information dur­ 
ing the past month from an informer 
“ relating to the informer s contact 
with a member ot a militant organ­ 
ization. 
‘ The subject 
was a tw ice- 
convicted felon armed with three 
highpowered rifles ami a possible 
autom atic weapon." Davis said 
“The felon indicated he was en route 
to a city where a meeting with a 
militant organization was to take 


place to discuss the President ‘s 
scheduled visit to that city “ 
In his prepared statem ent. Davis 
made no other mention of the $25,000 
offer to kill Ford, except to say it oc­ 
curred in a Midwestern city during

Davis made the disclosures while

Simon, whose department is respon­ 
sible for the S ecret S ervice, 
defended the agents as “ highly com­

SACRAMENTO <AP> - Cali­ 
fornia will try to curb drunken 
drivers by letting them keep their 
driver's licenses on condition they

Under legislation which became 
law Monday, the drivers would have 
to pay for the treatment, and they 
woutdn t get out of any jail or fine 
penalties. 
The author. Sen. Arlen Gregorio. 
D-San Mateo, said the law which sus­ 
pends the licenses of second-offense 
drunk drivers does nothing to treat 
their drinking problems. Besides, 
most of them continue driving 
anyway — without insurance — 
because it's the only way they can 
get to work, he said 


It s up to the judge to decide which 
drivers are “fit subjects. 
The treatment programs may be 
private or public, but all must win 
approval of the state Office of 
Alcohol Program Management. 
Among requirements are a face-to- 
face interview every other week and 
various drying-out services.

But (Tiarles Warren, chairman of 
the A ssem bly C om m ittee on 
Resources. I^anid Use and Energy, 
said the bill requires miners in Death 
Valley to get permits from Inyo

because it is not clear if the state has

explained Dr. William Nyhan, 
professor of pediatrics at the Univer­ 
sity of California at San Diego “ As 
tim e goes on they become in­ 
creasingly spastic , usually it's at 
least 10 years from the onset of the 
illness to the time of the patient’s 
death." 
Nyhan and Dr. Robert Rosenburg. 
a neurological expert from the 
University of Texas at Dallas, con­ 
ducted the cluiic. which was spon­ 
sored by the National Genetic Foun­ 
dation of New York City 
“A single gene cam e* it," Nyhan 
said. 
And temales are equally good 
at transmitting it. Every time you 
have a child, there * a 50-50 chance ot 
transmitting it and that, in genetic 
terms, is a huge risk, the biggest risk 
we deal in." 
Nyhan counseled parent* who lace 
the possibility ot passing the dis­ 
order on to their ot I spring: 
We had two brothers and one 
said. 
With this information. I’m 
simply not going to have any 
children 
The other said. I'm not 
going to limit my life in any way. I'm 
going to live my Ufe regardless of 
this **

ermore. who traced the descendants 
and organized the clinic with the aid 
of the NGF.

Congress is to blame 
for oil increase—Ford 


- WASHINGTON (API - Price con­ 
trols on domestic oil are officially in 
effect again, but President Ford says 
fuel costs will increase anyway and 
that only Congress is to blame. 
Ford signed a compromise bill 
Monday, extending price controls on 
most domestic oil until Nov. 15. But 
he warned that the extension would 
not affect the newly increased prices 
of imported oil produced by the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries (OPEC). 
“ When the price of gasoline goes 
up at the service station. I want the 
American people to know exactly 
where the blame lies.” Ford said. 
“ Until Congress acts, there is 
nothing this country can do about ar- 


asuai 
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bitrary OPEC price hikes — and 
there may be still another fuel price 
increase next June. 
The President accepted the price- 
control extension bill as a temporary 
compromise with Congress, but he 
said the measure “ does nothing to 
reverse our growing oil dependence” 
on OPEC countries. 
He said Congress must use the 
time of the extension to pass some 
sort of national energy measure # 
agreeable to the White House.

Post office 
customers can 
now complain 


WASHINGTON <AP> - Did that package marked 
“ fragile" arrive in your mailbox in a battered condition? 
Did this month’s girlie magazine arrive dog-eared with 
the centerfold torn out? 
Now you can tell it to the post office. 
Beginning Wednesday, the Postal Service is launching a 
program that will invite disgruntled postal patrons to air 
their complaints. 
Unhappy customers will be able to obtain a “ consumer 
service card” from post offices and from letter carriers. 
The complaints written on the card will get quick atten­ 
tion. the Postal Service says. 
. The new system will “ let us know, in a quick and simple 
way. about service problems," Postmaster General 
Benjamin F. Bailar said in announcing the program. 
Bailar’s announcement came before the House voted 
Monday to revoke the Postal Service's financial in­ 
dependence as a result of dissatisfaction with the way the 
service operates. 
The campaign "reflects our feeling that the idea of good 
service must mean more than the speed of delivery. It in­ 
volves responsiveness and understanding, too. 
Bailar 
said. 
The Postal Service decided on the national program 
after trying out the consumer service card this summer 
in Arizona. Illinois. Rhode Island and Massachusetts. 
The number of complaints over the six-week test period 
in the four states was 8.890. In the same period last year 
there were 7.473 complaints taken to postal officials by 
residents of those states. 
The consumer service card is a two-piece card, two 
postal cards with carbon paper between them After fill­ 
ing out the top copy, the two cards can be separated 
One of the prepaid postal cards goes to the local post­ 
master. The other goes to the Postal Service’s Office ot 
Consumer Affairs in Washington 
After acting on the complaint, the local postmaster is to 
explain on the reverse side of his copy of the card how the 
problem was handled. Then, he is to mail his copy of the 
card to Washington. 
Meanwhile, in Washington, the information from the 
other card is used to create an index of consumer 
satisfaction The card allows not only for complaints, but 
also for information requests, suggestions and other com­ 
ments 
“ I believe that once the new program is firmly es­ 
tablished. it will demonstrate both our willingness to 
solve people's problems and the over-all high quality ot 
our service," Bailar said.

Hirohito's visit now underway 


W ILLIAM SBURG. VA. (AP> - 
Japan’s Emperor Hirohito, who has 
known the United States both as a 
bitter wartime enemy and now as a 
close Pacific ally, arrived here today 
on a history-making, two-week state 
visit. 
On an overcast day and with strict 
security precautions, the emperor, 
accompanied by his wife. Empress 
Nagako. arrived at nearby Patrick 
Henry International Airport for a 
two-day rest stop at this historic 
city. His itinerary includes six major 
U.S. cities and several smaller ones 
The im perial couple's plane, 
carrying an entourage of 38, touched 
down at 10:34 a.m. 
• Aside from a brief 1971 visit the 
emperor made to Alaska while en 
route to Europe, none of the 124 
Japanese emperors in an imperial 
line dating back almost 14 centuries 
has ever come to the United States. 
The emperor and his party spent 


an hour and 11 minutes at Alaska s 
Anchorage International Airport late 
Monday while their plane was 
refueled. 
The Japanese ambassador to the 
United States. Takeshi Yasukawa. 
boarded the plane in Anchorage to 
accompany the emperor on his tour 
Security at the airport was ex­ 
tremely tight, with shotgun-carrying 
guards surrounding the plane, a 
specially refurbished DCS JA L craft. 
More guards were on the roof of the 
airport. 
The emperor travels to Wash­ 
ington Thursday to meet with Presi­ 
dent Ford. The White House 
meetings will be strictly non- 
political. in keeping with the ex­ 
clusively ceremonial nature of the 
emperor’s reign. He will also visit 
New York. Chicago. Los Angeles. 
San Francisco and Honolulu 
Security precautions will be ex­ 
traordinarily tight throughout the 


tour 
As the emperor left Japan, 
some 4,000 perstms protested the 
visit to the United States. 
Japanese leftists have protested 
that the visit has political overtones. 
About 2.500 demonstrators protested 
in the streets of Tokyo on Monday, 
but there were no reports of major 
clashes with riot police. Agents at 
U.S. ports reportedly have beesi 
closely checking incoming Japanese. 
Hirohito's arrival here is being 
telecast live to Japan. More than 350 
Japanese newsmen will be traveling 
with Hirohito. but they won’t have 
much to do in Williamsburg. The 
Imperial household doctor has called 
for complete rest for the 74-year-old 
monarch during his stay here 
It is possible the imperial couple 
will take a horse-drawn carriage ride 
Wednesday morning to the building 


which served as a colonial capitol 
during Williamsburg’s heyday two 
centuries ago. 
Beyond that, the emperor and 
empress are expected to spend their 
time here confined to the Queen s 
Suite at the Williamsburg Inn. a

BUENOS A IRES, Argen­ 
tina (AP) — A commuter 
train crashed into the rear 
of stopped passenger train 
Monday night 30 miles 
north of Buenos Aires, kill­ 
ing at least 30 persons and 
injuring about 100, police*

Some of the injured were 
in critical condition 
E l Rosarino. which 
travels the 170 m iles 
between Buenos Aires and 
Rosario daily, was waiting 
for a signal when the com­ 
muter train smashed into 
it.

front of it were heavily 
damaged, officials said. 
The commuter train s

"People were scream­ 
ing, jumping out of win­ 
dows and running off into 
the countryside,” one 
witness said. 
The wreck occurred in a 
sparsely populated area 
where the track curves 
sharply down a hill. It is 
near the site of the worst 
railroad accident in Ar­ 
gentine history, in which 
236 |H*ople were killed and 
400 were injured on Feb 1, 
1970. 
Policemen, firemen and

AVALON ( AP) - Where the buffalo roam on Santa 
Catalina Island, artist Roger 
Bud ' Upton follows, pick­ 
ing up raw material that he eventually turns into gold 
For 15 years, the 75-year-old artist has been producing 
gilded buffalo chip plaques. 
i t started as a gag Now. I can t keep up with the 
orders.” said Upton, a lifelong resident of the island. 26 
miles off the Los Angeles area coastline 
Some 400 buffalo roam the island’s mountains and 
v alleys, descendants of animals taken there by a movie 
company in 1923 for a stampede scene in the silent film. 
‘Covered Wagon. 
Upton's customers include most of the 2,000-odd. per­ 
manent residents of the island, hordes of tourists and ac­ 
tor John Wayne, who delights in giving appropriately in­ 
scribed plaques to his friends. 
Each plaque is inscribed at the bottom with “Genuine 
Catalina Island Buffalo Chip.” Upton also personalizes 
Ihe plaque with savings like “ All That Glitters Is Not 
Gold or with some special message the customer wants. 
Making the buffalo chip plaques is a lengthy process,

Upton explained, beginning with the task of iinding the 
right kind of buffalo chip 
“ Not any old chip will do. 
he said. 
The chip must 
have character. It can't be too new or too old 
“ I sand the bottom, sterilize the chip, bake it. Then 1 
dunk it in two coats of resin and paint it with six coats of 
gold enamel After that I make the plaque 
Upton emphasized that ehipmaking is an avocation He 
makes his living from painting scenes of the picturesque 
village of Avalon 
“ It's a hobby. It certainly isn t a business,

However, one thing will be dif­ 
ferent in the SAL this fall. In the 
event of a tie for first or second 
place, the team picked to represent 
the league in the C IF 3-A playoffs is 
not going to be decided by a mad 
scram ble of league administrators. 


Instead of the heretofore helter- 
»kelter methods of determining C IF- 
bound squads from the San Antonio 
loop, the league has wisely decided 
upon a formula designed to break up 
logjams in the standings. 


Cnder the new ruling, a point total 
will be determined for each of the 
teams tied in the standings. Eight 
point» will be aw ard«! for a victory 
over the league champion in that 
particular season, seven for a win 
over a second place team, six for a 
triumph over a third place finisher, 
.¡nd so on down to one point for a win 
• >ver a last place squad 


These points will be totaled up and 
the team with the most points will be 
selected for playoff competition 


If. after all the points are tallied, a 
tie still exists, the winner of the 
game between the two schools will 
be selected. If the two team s tied in 
their matchup, and are tied in the 
point totals, the team with the 
longest period of tim e since a plavott 
appearance would be selected 


Then, and only then, if a tie still ex­ 
ists between schools the select ion 
will ho resolved by a blind draw. 


If all this seems lik f an extraor­ 
dinarily complex system of breaking 
up d ea d lo ck s, 
re m e m b e r th at 
developments of late in the SAL grid 
races have in and of themselves been 
extraordinary. Last fall no less than 
tour squads wound up tied for second 
in the football standings, with the net 
result being chaos as far as the 
league's selection of team s to go to 
the C IF playoffs was concerned 
T h is tie b rea k e r m ethod will 
prevail in all SAL sports this year, 
and in fact was put into effect by the 
league last spring 
One other development 
of late 
could also help clarify the playoff 
picks for the SAL and other prep 
loops.

The Southern Section C IF office 
has ruled that each league within its 
jurisdiction can use a special tie­ 
breaker system to resolve games

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
“ Did you know that I'll be 
80 years old on Oct. 2? Isn’t 
that amazing?" 
Of course. Groucho. And 
.it's cause for celebration 
that Groucho Marx is alive 
and fairly well and living in 
accustomed luxury in 
Trousdale Estates 
The birthday will be 
observed Oct. 12 with a 
star-filled luncheon in his 
honor by the Friends of the 
Library at the University 
of Southern California. 
“ I've written six books, 
and I never finished public 
school.” he comments 
wonderingly. 
Curiously, 
his immense contributions 
to American humor have 
never been rewarded with 
an honorary degree from 
anv university. Bob Hope 
has 31. 
A visit to Groucho is 
always a delight, and he 
was in good form at a 
prehirthday lunch at his 
home. 
In some ways he exhibits 
his ample years. No more 
the loping walk. His steps 
are deliberate, his frame 
stooped. The words don t 
come with the same rattl- 
ing speed — nor as 
scathingly. 
But he is still Groucho. a 
national monument to 
irreverence 
“ 1 no longer smoke, 
drink nor make love." he 
remarked (expletive 
deleted). “ I gave up ci­ 
gars five years ago. figur­ 
ing that I was too old to 
smoke. 
“ Not drinking hasn't 
bothered me. I was only a 
one-drink man. anyway. As 
far as making love, age 
took care of that." 
He sat down to a hearty 
lunch accompanied by ap­ 
ple cider (“ I read in the 
New York Times that it 
was good for old people"). 
As he sliced the chicken 
breast he mused. “ My 
mother was a lousy cook 
My father was a great 
cook But he was a lousy 
tailor " 
Groucho had a coughing 
spell, and the ever-present 
Erin Fleming asked if he 
had taken his cough 
medicine. Twice, he 
replied. 
Miss Fleming, an attrac­ 
tive brunette with a sharp 
mind, has been guardian of 
the Marx legend for 
several vears She watches 


his health, makes deals for 
books, merchandize li­ 
censing. TV reruns, etc., 
collecting a 15 per cent fee 
as manager. 
Her only complaint is 
that she would like to get 
married, and Groucho 
keeps scaring off her 
potential suitors. 
“ My quiz show went on 
Channel 5 here as a 13- 
week experiment, and now 
it's the most popular 
program on an inde­ 
pendent station.” Groucho 
remarked proudly. Indeed, 
rerelease of the 1951-1961 
“ You Bet Your Life' 
series has caused a new 
wave of Grouchomania. 
Even though the films 
arc in black-and-white, the 
Marxian dialogue retains 
its color, and “ You Bet 
Your Life” is now ap­ 
pearing on 4 4 channels, in­ 
cluding the top 18 markets. 


Groucho himself has 
been watching the reruns 
every night and the after­ 
noon showings as well. He 
claims to remember each 
of the shows, and he com­ 
ments on how he could 
have 
improved 
his 
performance 


Nowadays he rarely 
joins the fabled comedians' 
roundtable at Hillcrest 
Country Club, the ranks of 
comedians having grown 
thinner. He lunches at 
home at I p.m. sharp, 
watches reruns of his show 
and Jack Benny's (“ A fine 
man. and a great com­ 
edian” ). 


After a late-day rest. 
Groucho dines with friends 
or goes to a movie. He 
enjoys the films of Mel 
Brooks and Woody Allen, 
both of whom he considers 
“ brilliant.” 
Refusing to live in the 
past. Groucho spends time 
with such admirerers as 
B ill Cobsy. 
M arvin 
Hamlisch, Jack Nicholson 
and Bud Cort ("Harold and 


Maude” ), the latter a 
current houseguest. But 
there is no mistaking 
Grouch's sense of loss as 
he walks down a hallway- 
gallery and points to 
photos of A1 Jolson, Jack 
Benny.

Robinson. Harry Ruby, and 
especially his late brother 
Harpo, “ a wonderful 
man.” 
Groucho talked of 
meeting another old friend. 
Charlie Chaplin, 
when

cool. ' said Groucho.
